Personality in Campaign. 

Today's election cannot be regarded as a 
straight anti-prohibition victory because of 
the personal politics that has been inject¢d 
into the issue. Ite association with the ad- 
‘ministration of Gov. B. B. Comer and his re- 
ported ability to name a successor to the 
governorship in Judge 8. D. Weakley, author 
of the prohibition bills, have figured promi- 
nently in the result. Judge Weakley now 
ceases to be a political factor in Alabama.

Newberry Left Some Confusion. 

When Mr. Meyer assumed office he found 
some confusion in the department and in the 
navy yards, due to changes instituted by Sec- 

retary Newberry a few weeks before the close 
of his administration.» Steps were taken to 
ascertain how far it was desirable to follow 
the reforms outlined by Secretary Newberry. 
The Sperry board was created to report 
how the various conflicting orders and reg- 
ulations Oest could be reconciled.

Advice Is Not Responsible. 
It the secretary seeks advice from in- 
dividual officers in whom he has confidence, 
but who have no definite relation to the 
organization of the navy department.“ said 
Mr. Meyer today, in explaining his reforms, 
“he gets advice which may be good, but 
which is not responsible. Such recourse to 
-$mdividuals, moreover, gives no assurances of 
continuity of policy, or responsibility.”

Iam not looking for this place, 
and am not trying to push any man out of the posi- 
tion or looking for“ a place. that rightfully belongs 
to another man. I don’t know Mr. Heydler per- 
gonally* but I have heard nothing but good about 
him; I have only a slight acquaintance with Charles 
W. Murphy.“ 

Ward ts much Incensed at the recent statements 
of Ban Johnson, president of the American league. 
“ The reasons for Mr. Johnson's objections to me, 
said Ward, are not founded on fact. He bases 
his objections to me on the ground that I had a 
hand in the deal whereby George Davis signed both 
Chicago and New York contracts six years ago. I 
did not know anything about that affair until three 
months after it happened. At that time I made a 
denial in all the newspapers, and I supposed Mr. 
Johnson saw that denial. I think Mr. Johnson 
owes me an apology for that statement, for he 
knows that I had no hand in getting Davis away 
from the Chicago club.“ 

“ All this talk about a baseball. war is non- 
sensical,”’ said Mr. Ward. Baseball managers 
are business men and they cannot afford to do any- 
thing that will de detrimental to their business 
interests. The different clubs are bound under an 
agreement which holds under the law, and any 
violation ot this agreement would leave them 
liable to heavy damages. .Talk abeut teams jump -

FAMOUS ‘RACER PONTIAC DEAD. 


Suburban Handicap Winner of 1885 
Passes Away on Lorillard’s 
BRancocas Stock Farm. 


New York, si: 29.—The death was announced 
today of Pontiac, a famous racehorse of a genera- 
tion ago and winner of the Suburban handicap in 
1885.

Pay Bonds in Five Years. 

It seems fair to consider at this time the 
minimum of earnings to be at the rate of 
$284,616 annually, in accordance with the 
showing for five months. Deducting, there- 
fore, 3 per cent on the preferred stock, or 
$60,000, there would remain $224,000 applica- 
ble to the retirement of the debentures in ad- 
dition to the sinking fund requirement. At 
this rate there could be paid 3 per cent on the 
preferred and $750,000 of the bonds retired in 
a little more than 8 years, exclusive of the 
operations of the sinking fund. 

Again, the earnings are such as to retire 
the whole issue of $1,500,000 in a little over 
six years, again not figuring the sinking fund 
With the figures at hand, sinking fund includ- 
ed, the entire bond issue should be cleared off 
inside of five years. The preferred stock can 
begin dividends in the first year at the rate 
of 3 per cent, and pay 4 per cent and 6 per 
cent within four years.

“Tf there is an increased dividend an- 
nounced on Reading shares, as is generally 
expected on the street and as the action of 
the stock, marketwise, would indicate, it wil] 
probably be without the consent or vote of 
the president of the corporation. He is 
unalterably opposed to paying more than 4 
per cent on Reading stock until the prop- 
erties which: it controls have been brought 
up to a higher standard of efficiency.
